where a buyer was ostensibly waiting, and 1 arrested for questioning. 

The two told conflicting stories to the police about where they had 
been that morning, but because. of insufficient evidence for arrest were 
released by the police the same day. 


k* One of the men claimed that he had come to WSCORNY to be able 
to work for DT LINEN in IIBREBEL, and gave a DTLLNEN reference number. 

A check was made by the police with DTUNEN which had recorded him as 
a visitor to the overt office about two weeks previously; and DTLTNEN 
was informed of the uranium incident. 


5* The ore in this case was tested and found to contain uranium, 
but of negligible value. 


6. No- further incidents of this type have been reported to 
DTRUIER and in no case have staff personnel been approached with' such 
offers. 
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
